SAIGON (AP) — American

dropped below 400,000 for the 
first time in more than 
3M> 


years, as more cutbacks were 
announced taday. 


The U.S. Command said in a 


newly issued summary 
that 


American 
troop strength 
in 


Vietnam as of last Thursday 
was 399,500, a decrease of 2,800 
over the previous week and the 
lowest since Jan. 14, 1967, when 
the strength was 398,400. 


The 
top 
authorized 
U.S. 


strength in Vietnam was set in 
1988 by former President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson at 549,500 but 
that was never reached. Actual 
American strength in Vietnam 
reached its peak at 543,400 in 
April, 1969, a few months before 
President Nixon announced the 
first round of withdrawals. 


In one of the new cutbacks an- 


nounced Monday, the U.S. Com- 
mand said the 7th Air Force's 
31st Tactical Fighter Wing is 
being withdrawan from 
Tuy 


Hoa Air Base, 240 miles north- 
east of Saigon. The base is 
being transferred to the U.S. 
army. 


Headquarters said that the re- 


duction of airmen has been ac- 
complished partly by a cutback 
in the previously programmed 
flow of replacements to Viet- 
nam. This means that not all of 
the airmen in the 31st Tactical 
Fighter Wing will return home 
immediately. Some will be reas- 
signed in Viet to complete their 
12-month tours. 


The U.S. Command was ex- 


pected to announce this week 
the first of a series of moves to 
bolster the South Vietnamese 
Air Force with an eye toward 
cutting U.S. troop strength in 
Vietnam to fewer than 40,000 
men by the end of 1972. 


About 1,130 authorized spaces 


are being withdrawn later this 
month in Marine Fighter Attack 
Squadrons 122 and 314 and All- 
Weather Attack Squadron 242, 
the command said. All are in 
Vietnam as support for the 1st 
Marine Division, and their 33 F4 
Phantom jets and all-weather 
A6 intruder SMI} be returned to 
the United States. 


The men of the suadrons be- 


gan preparations for leaving 
last Friday, a spokesman said. 
Sources said their removal will 
cut the fighter-bomber strength 
of the 1st Marine Air Wing 
about in half, and there was 
speculation that at least two of 
the 1st Division's three infantry 
regiments south of Da Nang will 
leave by the end of the year. 


In the other theater of Indo- 


china fighting, Cambodian mili- 
tary authorities reported in 
Phnom Penh today that Radio 
Peking broadcast a message 
Aug. 28 by ousted Cambodian 
ruler Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
admitting for the first time that 
large numbers of North Viet- 
namese troops are operating in 
Cambodia. 


A spokesman said the Cambo- 


dian-language broadcast called 
on Cambodians to overcome 
their ancient hatred of Viet- 
namese and cooperate with Ha- 
noi's troops as they seek to over- 
throw 
the military 
govern- 


ment of Premier Lon Nol. 


Sources at the American Em- 


bassy said it has no knowledge 
of the broadcast, but that it is 
possible the translated text has 
not reached American officials.

—Free abortion, sterilization, 


and contraceptive devices for 
men and women. 


—Drastic 
changes 
in 
the 


present family structure, with 
more emphasis on communal 
living and men sharing house 
work equally with women. 


—Both education and art to 


serve "the people," and assist 
in teaching revolutionary ideas. 


A workshop on the distribu- 


tion of political power produced 
a demand that present political 
boundaries be abolished and re- 
placed by an 
undetermined 


number of autonomous, contin- 
uously evolving, self-governing 
communities from which politi- 
cal power would flow upward. 


All special privileges would be

Explosives 
Regulations 
to Be Used 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


— Emergency regulations to 
control the rale and handling of 
explosives go into effect Tues- 
day in Minnesota, rocked by 
eight bombs in three weeks. 


The latest explosion, early 


Sunday, killed a man. Authori- 
ties said it was unlikely the re- 
mains could be identified. 


Police said the victim ap- 


peared to have been carrying a 
bomb when it exploded in front 
of a south Minneapolis house, 
scattering debris over a 2^- 
block area. 


The regulations, formulated 


by the attorney general's office 
after several meetings with law 
enforcement officials, will re- 
quire positive identification of 
all buyers of high explosives, 
plus a 24-hour waiting period be- 
tween purchase and delivery. 


Four persons had been in- 


jured in seven previous explo- 
sions, all in the Minneapolis-St. 
Paul area. One caused an esti- 
mated $500,000 damage to the 
old federal building in down- 
town Minneapolis. 


Inspector Swede Ekblad said 


the blast Sunday was caused by 
a "plastic explosive." Officials 
refused to speculate whether the 
explosion was related to the ear- 
lier ones. 
. The 3 a.m. blast heavily darn- 
aged a house and shattered win- 
dows of homes and businesses 
in the area. No injuries were re- 
ported. 


The explosion, which occurred 


during a thunderstorm, ripped 
out a 30-foot section of white 
picket fence in front of the 
house. The roof of the porch was 
left sagging. Scraps of lumber 
littered the porch. Dirt was 
plastered against the front of 
the two-story frame building. 


The Sophia Mosby family was 


asleep in the house, but escaped 
injury. 


Capt. Dan Graff, who led the 


investigation, said police did not 
know where the victim was 
coming from or where he was 
going. 


A spokesman for the medical 


examiner's office said the dead 
person was believed to be a 
male wearing a black silk shirt, 
black beret, blue jeans and size 
9M> loafers. 


Robert Renner, U.S. Attorney 


for Minnesota, said last month 
"large shipments of explosives" 
had been brought into the state. 


Renner declined to say who 


had brought the explosives in, 
what type they were or how he 
learned of them.

Reggie Jackson hadn't started 


a game in 10 days and Blue 
Moon Odom hadn't finished one 
in five months. 


But they've both got nine in- 


nings behind them today, and 
the Oakland A's are hoping to 
get more distance from them 
through the American League 
homestretch. 


Jackson drove in two runs 


with a single and his 18th homer 
while Odom pitched a two-hitter 
and swatted a bases-empty hom- 
er as the A's ripped Kansas City 
7-1 Sunday for their sixth con- 
secutive victory. 


It was the first start for Jack- 


son since Aug. 26 when he was 
benched during a prolonged bat- 
ting slump. It was the first com- 
plete game for the injury- 
plagued Odom since April 16— 
when he beat Chicago 3-1 in the 
A's eighth game of the season. 


The victory, coupled with Cal- 


ifornia's 3-1 loss to Minnesota, 
moved the A's into a second- 
place tie with the Angels in the 
AL West. They trail the first 
place Twins by six games. 


In other Sunday action, Bos- 


ton downed Baltimore 94 in 11 
innings; Detroit shaded Wash- 
ington 8-7 in 12 and the New 
York Yankees trimmed Cleve- 
land 4-1. The White Sox were 
rained out at Milwaukee. 


In the National League, Pitts- 


burgh nipped Philadelphia 4-3 in 
10 innings; Cincinnati got by 
San Diego 6-5; San Francisco 
edged Atlanta 1-0; St. Louis 
beat Montreal 7-2 and Houston 
defeated Los Angeles 4-3. The 
New York Mets-Chicago Cuba 
game at Chicago was washed 
out by rain.

Big Question:

Slipping?

— Is Rod Laver slipping? 


Dennis Ralston, who plays the 


Australian court king next in 
the U.S. Open Tennis Champion- 
ships, says so—although Dennis 
may be guilty of some wishful 
thinking. 


"I think Rod definitely has 


slipped a little and the rest of 
the field is closing in," said 
Ralston, the contract pro and 
Davis Cup coach from Bakers- 
field, Calif. 


Jack Kramer, the ex-cham- 


pion and ex-promoter who has 
seen the great and near-great 
pass in the unending parade, 
agrees with Dennis, but both of 
them get a good argument from 
Laver himself. 


"I've won four of the last five 


tournaments 
in 
which I've 


played," the little left-hander 
said tartly when advised of 
Ralston's remark. "If that's 
slipping, I'll take it. 


"All I can say is: we will find 


out Tuesday." 


That's when the top-seeded 


Laver, the defending champion, 
and the 19th-seeded Ralston 
play in the fourth round of the 
men's division. 


"I've 
always played well 


against Rod," Ralston said. "I 
don't dread him as some do. I 
don't mind his wide left-handed 
service to my backhand. I lob 
and volley well against him. I 
am 1-2 against him in matches 
this year." 


Kramer said age tends to be a 


factor in this tough tennis test 
and at 32 Laver may be begin- 
ning to feel the inroads of time. 


"That frail little body of his 


has put in a lot of miles," 
Kramer said. "If you look over 
the record, you'll find few men 
in modern history who won this 
tournament after they were 30 
of course, Bill Tilden and Wil- 
mer Allison. I can't think of any 
others. 


"Laver is still the best in the 


world. But he has to feel well 
and be on top of his game or he 
may be beaten. At Wimbledon, 
we said, 'nobody can beat this 
guy—he'll have to beat himself.'

Laver insists his game has 


lost none of its old edge. "In 
fact," he added, "I've improved 
my service.

One of the more agonizing 


aspects of the Vietnam war is the 
dread of uncertainty, of having a 
person one loves missing in 
Indochina and being unable over 
months or years to learn whether 
he is dead or alive. This grief is 
shared by hundreds of American 
families. About 1,500 servicemen 
have been reported missing in 
Southeast Asia, of whom about 
500 have been confirmed 
as 


prisoners. Nothing is known as to 
the fate of the others and Hanoi 
thus far refuses to provide a list 
of names or any information. 


Wives and mothers of some of 


these men have travelled to 
Paris and Laos to talk to North 
Vietnamese authorities. Their 
entreaties have been ignored. 
Further, talk of the Geneva 
Convention which governs the 
release of information as well as 
the humane treatment and ex- 
change of prisoners of war also 
has been ignored by the Com- 
munists. 


Publisher John S. Knight of the

problem.

woman who wrote we should "set 
a date when Hanoi will release 
every prisoner or bombs will 
rain down on them."

The first demand was for the 


safe return of a woman com- 
mando who was arrested after 
an attempt to hijack a fourth 
plane failed and it landed safely 
at London. The plane, an Israeli 
El Al jet with 157 aboard, was 
diverted after it took off from 
Amsterdam on a flight to New 
York. 


The second demand was for 


the release from Swiss jails of 
three guerrillas who attacked 
an El Al airliner at Zurich air- 
port in 1969, and the fourth de- 
mand was for the release from 
West German jails of three oth- 
er commandos who made an at- 
tack on an Israeli tourist bus in 
Frankfurt the same year. 


Informed sources said the 


Swiss government was inclined 
to meet the demand for the 
three guerrillas held in Switzer- 
land, and British officials voiced 
concern that England would be 
caught in the middle of the dis- 
pute because the young woman 
guerrilla is being held there. 


In another development in the 


Middle East, Jordan's King 
Hussein declared he has no in- 
tention of liquidating the Pales- 
tinian resistance movement. He 
said he would not longer remain 
silent at attempts to cast doubt 
on his patriotism. 


Hussein, who has been trying 


to weather increasing hostility 
from the Arab guerrillas amid 
growing violence between his 
army troops and the Palesti- 
nians, was dressed in his uni- 
form as commander-in-chief as 
he addressed the nation on tfftt» 
vision. 


He also warned leaders of 


Syria and Iraq to stop nuking 
inflammatory statements on the 
current crisis between his army 
and the guerrillas.
